THE LONG GOODBYE 

How the cult of Arlene Ackerman created 
months of sham news. By Isaiah Thompson

“Not going." 

I Suchwas the exchange between parent and schoob 

activist Emmanuel Bussie and Schools Superintendent Arlene 
Ackerman during a special meeting of the School Reform 
Commissirai at the end of June. It was just one of a slew of emo- 
tionally charged public spectades involving the now-leaving 
Ackerman over the past year, and espedally over the summer. 

And like many of those spectacles, it seems to have been at 
least partly afa^de: Bussie's plea was, no doubt, heartfelt, but 
Ackerman’s response, it DOW looks, was less than forthcoming. 

In fact, as Mayor Midiael Nutter revealed in a press conference 
Monday, foIlowingAckerman’s announced depaTture,negotia- 
tions over what would wind up beinga nearly $1 million buyout of 
Ackerman’s contract had been underway “since June." 

In saying*not going" Ackerman now appears to have left out the 
“quite yet." 

For those in the know, the news of Ackerman's departure was 
no eaith-shattering revelation. For those in the know, it was all 
butgiven thatwhen schools reopened (about a week from now), 
Ackerman would not be at the helm. But it was all off the record 
— whidi meant that in news reports andpublic5tatEment5.no 


sudi understanding existed. 

And so we’ve lived in two worids for the pastfew months; a (real) 
world, in i^ichAckermBn and various public oflidals have been 
meeting behind dosed doors to negotiate the price of her depar- 
ture: and a (fake) world in which none of that was true — in which 
Adteiman epjoyed the support ofSchooI District officials and in 
which her repeated assurances to parent supporters that she.

True, the silence was due in part to the neces- 
sity of bargaining: This to me WHS not anything 
unusuaJ.'says Jerry Jordan of the Philadelphia 
Federation ofTeachers.

at night, I iilcp- to go online and argue with 
truthers. Or I used to. It would go like this: 

Somebody posts a photo on a message board 
with a title like “Image of the Pentagon Impact 
area on 9/11. How the hell can anyone with a 
brain think this was caused by a Booing 757?" 

1 click. It’s a low-resolution ground-level shot 
of the smoking Pentagon. Using Photoshop, or 
MS Paint maybe, somebody has drawn a pair 
of circles — one around some flames on the left 
and another around a damaged piece of wall on 
the right. I go to the comments. 

Ah, yea, there it is. the single missile theory. 


The SMT is pretty simple: What if it wasn't 
Fhght 77 that hit the Pentagon, but a cruise 
missile (or, as per the most extreme iterations, 
a missile cloaked in a hologram to make it look 
like a plane)? No matter how wildly it swerves 
from most eyewitness accoimts, not to men- 
tion the official account doBchbod in the 9/1 1

kinda smalt andfB) unlike the attacks on the 
World Trade Center, no clear footago of the 
attack on the Pentagon has been released. 

All wehave is five frames from a parking lot 
sectirity camera that seem to show the plane 
crossing the Pentagon lawn and exploding on 
the western wall. Other footage, from traffic 
cams and such, was supposedly conftscated by 
federal investigators soon after the attack and 
has not yet seen the tight of day. 

The SMT really bugs me. By the time the 
Pentagon was attacked, the perpetrators had 
already proven tliey could hijack planes and 
fly them into buildinp. Why would they need a 
missile an hour later? I wrote something to that 
effect on the message board. Most peoplo said 
they didn't know. One person said this: 

“I don't think there were any planes. There 
is a video out there that compiles footage from 
all news broadcasts around the planet and

surmises they were all off of one feed. Seriously, if there is no plane 
at the Pentagon or the field, then why would there be one at the 
WTC? It's too easy, the people that were called in as ‘witnesses’ 
all worked for the networks and therefore are inherently biased 
based on the BS we are being fed ." 

That’s one of the nagging little problems with the 9/11 Truth 
Movement. Just when you think you've found a starting point to 
discuss the issues, the rabbit hole goes even deeper. The answer 

The bigger problem with the 9/11 Truth Movement is that 
there’s no such thing as a unified, coherent 9/11 Truth Movement.

One of the 260-phis videos Gold has uploaded 
onto his\buTube channel illustrates his feel- 
ings about most of his fellow" activists.

A title card thatsays, "The following 
crap hurts the cause of 9/1 lJustice.*Then a 
laundry list of the stuff that often gets his peers 
labeled as crackpots: missiles, holograms, CGI. 
mini -nukes, laser beams from space, chemtrails 
(more on those later), man-made earthquakes, 
UFOs, tbe Illuminati, the Jews, plane-swaps, 
h^ ackers who didn't die, and about a dozen 
other things. 

“It’s sad. There are people cm the fringe, the 
authors, who ccmstantfy write books, who pro- 
mote cnappy information, and people who mean 


ing the war. Some ofthat started to erode os 
he watched the news. He remembers CNN 
reporting Jan. 29. 2002, that President George 
W. Bush andVice President Dick Cheney each 
separately asked Senate Majority Leader 
Tbm Daschle to limit the scope of the post-9/ 11 
investigation. Says Gold: “And I thought, why 
would the vice president and the president, of 
all people, not want to know exactly how and 
why this happaied so as to make sure it could 
never happen again?"

Jon Gold and I are Facebook friends 
now, which means I'm only one degree of sepa- 
ration &om well-known anti-war/anti-Bush 
activist CindySheehan.Sheand Gold are 
real-life Mends. They got arrested together at 
a protest in March of last year. 

Gold^ always filling his fhcebook wall with 
videos ofcongresional bearing, public state- 
mmte,news reports, things like that. He posts a 
2004 clip of Bush in the Rose Garden address- 
ing tbe|7ess afiErmeeting with the 9/11 Com- 
mission.'nie point is to remind you that Bush 
and Cheney agreed to only meet with the com- 
mission together, in private, and not under oath. 

*r m glad I took the time,’ Bush is shown 
saying. This is an important commission, and 
it's important that they ask the questions they 
ask so that they can help make recommenda- 
tions necessary to better protect our home- 
land. It was — 1 enjoyed it.’Yes, Bush actually 
said he enjoyed it.lt had been expected that 
the president would be grilled a little on why 
he didn't react right away when the nation 
was under attack, and why no fighter jets were 
scrambled in time to intercept hij acked planes.

Gold points me to the link and asks what 
I think of it I tell him it reminded me how 
fhistrating it was living in the Bush era. The 
supposed leader ofthe fr^e world came off daily 
like a bumbling fool who thinks he’s slick. Gold 
doesn't exactly see it that way 

“l^opleoflai say incompetence, but these 
individuals weren’t incompetent. They came 
in ofike, tbo: wanted to go to war. They did go 
to warTTrey wanted to make billions for their 
corporate friends, they did that. They wanted 
to expand executive power, they did that. They 
committed so many crimes during theireight 
years [in] office and remained Thflon-coated 
throughout," says Gold. There was no account- 
ability at all." 

The 9/11 Commission Report was supposed 
to do that, but several things remain problem- 


atic, including its luck ofreference to World Trade Center 7 (the 
third skyscraper to collapse that day) and apparent conflicta of 
interests on the board (including Bush's national security strate- 
gist Philip Zelikow). That's why so many people say they want a 
new investigation into 9/11. But does Gold think a fair shake is 
possible the next time amund? 

‘It has to be away from the government. There has to be subpoe- 
na power, people have to be put imderoath, which George Bush 
end Dick Cheney refused to do. I don't know, m^be an intema- 
tiooal body of some kind. It can’t take place in D.C." 

A few weeks ago, Gold had told me to stay tuned, that on Aug. 

11, something “huge" was going to happen. That gave me pause. 
Gold's a gentle-giant type, built like a Mack truck but soft-spoken 
and calm,! briefly imagined him doing somethingdangeious, 
then dismissed it, He had been led frum die White House fence to 
the police car like a diner whose table was ready.

We wanted to be more 
subtle aboutitThafskiDd of the reason 
TRB ^Htup,tDO."Hass points his arms 
askew. “He was going this way. we were 
going this way." 

oommate Nauroth hipped mi board the 
second Spidere tour to sell merch.Fbnnerly a guitarist in Bethle- 
hemhnrdcoreoutfitTheldi.hebeganwritingsongs with Hass as 
they nuiaed moroinghangoveis.

A local btogger shows us howto live big 
with notNng but a trip to the thrift store 
and a glue gun. By Meg Augustin 

S ince its mention as an online column, The Great Indoors has 
liiiSelj’ featured richer desi^ers, shops, tastes and tours — 
more so out oflustful awe than blind support But as the school 
year beckons and many renters are on the move, proverbial purse 
strings are getting tighter. So we thought it was about time to look at 
how Philly design functions outside of a professionals dreamscape. 

That's where Ashley Hannan comes in. The Cormecticut/New 
York transplant is all about creating and finding rather than 
buying. Her design blog, lileetMe in Philadelphia, takes readers

But more than die accrued monetary savings, Hannan's iiroti- 
vated by the feeling ofnccomplishmcnt that comes from creating a 
fabulous, one-of-a-kind product. The reaction — theVow-where'd 
you get that? — is what! aspire to-'she says. *A rug or pecs of art 
that is unicpiely mine, (somethingl 1 pulled out of a dark, dusty 
ccnrierofa thrift store, [will] inevitably generate conversation horn 
anyone who visits crur apartment." 

Take, ferr instaitce, her West Elm-escpie side tables. When she and 
her husband Erst movEcl in to their Society Hill apartment, they 
didn't own miough furniture to fill it As anyone who has upgraded 
to larger digs knows, empty spaces can be expensive problems tn 
solve — so Harman had to improvise. One sudi resourceful plan 
started with a s^ of side tables by Stray Dog Design that she had 
spotted in a West Elm catalog. Each 1 5-indi-round table was $150 
— a pincey indulgence for a blogger on a budget. So. like many 
itemsinher home. Harman decided to repiicBte them using large 
cardboard tubes, newspaperand tape. The final product?Twoside 
tables for only $12.50.

Excessive nudity and overt Pop Art rip-offs 
eclipse Butch Cordora’s latest message.

rtistic inspiration can come from the damdest places. Take 
Butch Cordora: One uftemooti, the former local pubUc- 
broadcastTV star was channel -sur&ig and came across the 
tail end of TYf onfc.

My tremendously amateur attempt at 
cooking Escoffier. By Drew Lazor 

I wonder wha t Auipiete EiKoSier, king of chefe und dief of kin^, 
would've thought about me ahoppingfor ingredients at the 
Grays Feny Avenue Pathmark at midnight on a FViday. 

Aa I ahufiledthrough each cold, abandoned aisle, loading up on 
butter, heavy cream, egga. more butter and more heavy cream. I 
pictured the spectre ofthe indomitable French 
chef Boating alongside my cart, pinching one 
comer ofh is snowy moustache and shaking his 
head in disbelief tin jiiotos, Escoffier, who died 
in 1935. bears a noted follicular resemblance to 
celebrated character actor Sam Elliott.) 

Why WHS I experiaicing such strange supermarke t haJKicina- 
tions? Because Fd made the decision to cook a multi -course meal out 
ofLe Guide Cu/t'naire, the Gidierof haute cuisine’s 108-year-old book 
that’s as dose to a holy text as it gets in the culinary world. First 
published in 1903 and released in its latest unabridged English 
transIationbyWiJey in June, Le Guide is the Quran ofthekitdien, 
the exhaustive encydopedic standard to whkh all other cookbooks 
areheld.consdously ornoL 

Naturally.it possesses a reputation forbeing impenetrable and 
often outright impossible to comprehend — or at least that's what 
Fd been told by scads ofche&. all ofwhom used the book at some 


point in culinary school andoffiered bemused empathy when 1 told 
them what I planned to do. 

Guide contains more than 5.000 recipes of varying accessibility. 
Some are shockingly cryptic. Here is die entire redpe fbr roast joints 
of beef in the English style: “These are cooked tether well done and 
are always served accompanied withYorkshirepuddmg.’Thanks, 
bro.Fbrothere, EscofTier’s cerebral and idiosynCTatic ’instructions' 
are often nothing more than extemporaneous thoughts that make 
about as much sense as the Kill Bill analysis paper 1 wrote for a col- 
1^ film class. (The chefon poaching; The moat appropriate phrase 
to describe this process is boiling without actually boiling, if such 
an expression really makes sense.”) The sauce chapter is 40 pages 
long.

Thinking I coirld pull off both the egg and dessert courses 
with relative ease later in tire evening (didi mention I am 
an idiot?), 1 dedded to concentrate on my main tfre next 
moming.lppolrto's was the spot for local fluke (subbing for 
die callcd-for soleL mussels and a couple fish carcasses the 
mongers were going to toss out anyway — needed those for 
the stock that'd serve as the base fortheentnie’s ultra-rich 
sauce normande, flavored with mussel and mushroom 
liquors, eiQt yolks and more butter and heavy cream.

I wish I could say the same for the crtroe dioiay, Auggie’s 
redpe insisted I dump in additional heavy cream right 
before serving, so Id>d,even though I thought the soup 
tasted fine. Bud mistake — everyone'schervil- andcreu- 
ton-gamished bowls cu me back halfcaten at most. Way 
too heavy. Why did I not employ my “personal views,’ 
goddammit? “Le suck,’ the Spectre of Auggie intoned as 
he floated around my kitchen, t threatened him with a 
Dus thus ter and he retre ated to the coat closet . 

The next course, the egg-topped tomatoes, was better, 
though I rushed the hying, rendering the tomato halves a 
strange consistency. The French -hied eggs — that means 
you slide them, pre seasoned, into oil, folding the white 
into the yolk like you’re envelc^ing a thank-you card 
— came out quite well andl think FU make hied eggs 
this way from here on out. 

That sauce norm ande was definitely great — earthy 
and fishy and the right consistency and everything — but 
I screwed up the fluke and musselsit went over, The thin 
filets poached in their mussel UquorAvhite wine mixture 
finished in about half the time Auggie estimated, reduc- 
ing a few to fluky, if tasty, crumbles. <I guess [ didn't prop- 
erly boil without actually boibng.lThe mussels satfor too 
long as I poachedand went coIcLAJl my friends and my 
incredibly supportive girihiend were sweet about it, but I 
felt like a total douche seivingsuch a mediocre main. 

That’s why I would like to thank Auggie for inventing 
my sweet saving grace: peach Melba. The dief developed 
this redpe — nothing more than peaches poached in sim- 
ple syrup andvanilia, plus raspberry puree and vanilla 
ice o-eam — for the opera singer Nellie Melba in the late 
ISOOs. I did not arrange the huit “in a timbale,’ as Auggie 
instructed;! just dumped everything in crappy bowls I 
bought at a Vietnamese supermarket. Everyone loved it 
and I did too, as it is really hard to screw up. 

The ups and downs of this meal really drove home that 
Le Guide should not be used as a “let^ have some people 
overfbr dinner tomorrow' cookbook. It should be treated 
as what it is — a historical document, but one that has 
relevaiKe to anyone with patience and a deep interest in 
the precepts of cooking. I may never want cream of let- 
tuce soup again, but thatquick-and-easy fish stock was 
the best lever made, and TU be immediately referencing 
the book next time Iwant tomake any sortof sauce. 

The Spectre of Aug^ did not o&r to help with the dishes.
